A fier m any m onths of delay a scale 
tit' wages and w orking conditions hav< 
been established 
for the operatives 
of the S ebring China com pany, 
at 
Sebring. 
President T hom as J. Duffy 
of the N. B. of O. P., found, upon as 
sliming the duties of his office, that 
the m a tte r had been under considera­ 
tion from the tim e operations were 
com m enced at tile plant eight m onths 
ago. 
Tho settlem ent, while not affecting 
tho organization in a general way, was 
of great im portance to the operatives 
md it was im perative that the hest 
term s possible be secured. 
T h e plant 
is the only one of its kind In the west. 
it using a china body for a general 
line of ware. 
T he china hotly at the 
K., T. A- K. china works in this city 
is used only for hotel ware. 
W hile the n u m b er of operatives em ­ 
ployed at the S eb rin g plant Is small 
at the present time, it will 
lie in 
creased from tim e to time. 
It has of­ 
ten been predicted t hat the china body 
will eventually be generally used by 
A m erican 
m anufacturers, 
who 
are 
striving to produce the highest class 
of ware. 
In view of this fact it was 
im perative for the Brotherhood to se­ 
cure a fair w age for those who work 
with th e china body. 
T he settlem ent afreets nearly every
